Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claim 1 and its dependent claims have been amended to require that the 
composition comprise a specific salicylate containing 2 alkyl groups, one of which 
has from 10 to 40 carbon atoms, and the other of which has less than 5 carbon 
atoms. While these salicylates are encompassed by the salicylates of Tamoto, as 
discussed in previous office actions, there are thousands of possible salicylates 
within the scope of Tamoto, and no motivation for one of ordinary skill in the art 
to select from those thousands the limited number within the scope of the claim. 

The rejections over Katafuchi and Chambard in the office action mailed 
10/2/08 are also overcome by the amendment. Katafuchi and Chambard do not 
teach the salicylate required by the amended claims, and there is no motivation 
for one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the salicylates taught in the references 
in order to arrive at the claimed compounds.
